BEKVAMIK DWBABU, Lord Beacons- 


field, died yesterday. He Was born in 
London, Dec. 21st, 1804. He was the 
son of Isaac Disraeli, who was also 
born in London, who was the son of 
a Venetian* Jew, who had acquired a 
large fortune in merchandising. Ben- 
jamin started in life with large in- 
herited wealth. At an early age he 
visited Germany and other parts of 
the continent, and on his [return at 
the age of 21, he published "Vivian JXeTSSSE 
Gray," which at once made him ^ working 
amous. Other literary productions 
mmediately followed. In 1831 he 
was a candidate, as a radical tory, for 
a seat in parliament, but was defeat- 
ed. He essayed again at different 
times to secure this position, but did 
not succeed till 1837. His first efforts 
at oratory are reported as failures, 
but he was soon able to make himself 
heard and felt. In 1817 he became 
the recognized leader of the tory 
party in parliament, and was made 
minister of the exchequer in 1851. 
This position he had under the differ- 
ent tory ministries, until in 1868 he 
was asked by the queen to form a 
ministry. 
From this he was soon 


retired by the defeat of government 
measures. 
In 1874 he was again

flood of Rock river here is something 
unprecedented.

thrown 1,500 persons out of employ- 
ment and is still on the increase.

sand hills of a peculiar ashy subsoil, 
resembling much the color of an ash- 
hopper. These swamps and hills are 
thickly studded with a growth of big 
trees that have had unmolested sway 
from time immemorial, while the 
cyprees, mistle-toe and holly, are con- 
stantly found by the soft zephyrs of 
mid-summer.

Never! The restless, venturesome 
spirit of man has even penetrated 
these IntMiu-amuc swamps; and a yel- 
low, sickly peculiar race is the result 
Yon can't expect to raise fine children 
in a poor soil, and educate them with 
venomous reptiles and wild animals, 
any better than you could expect to 
raise fine oats, on rocky peaks, where 
littlestnnted cedars grow. So these 
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people that were born and raised 
here, although sociable and hospit- 
able—in point of education and in- 
tellect, are but little above the half- 
civilized race, and they even prize a 
coon-dog, according to their own 
language "Moughty" near the same 
as a human'soul and a shot gun 
"Moughty" near a little samer* 


They build their* houses out of

average of at least three big girls in 
every family—they chew and smoke 
tobacco; and can squirt the golden 
liquid from out their ivory teeth, on 
an average of at least six feet without 
ever raising their chin.
